Since fighter planes carry small 
gasoline su pplies, it was presu m­ 
ed that the enemy hoped to catch 
the American planes grou nded for

Su ccess of American aerial de­ 
fense tactics to date was indicated 
bv the fact that more than 95 Jap

Aerial strategists asserted that 
this apparently new tactic of using 
“zero” fighter planes as “bait” to 
draw American pursuit planes on 
fruitless hunts was prompted by 
heavy losses suffered at date by 
the enemy In raids on Guadalcanal. 
Since fighter planes carry small 
gasoline supplies, it was presum­ 
ed that the enemy hoped to catch 
the American planes grounded for 
refueling when the 
Jap bombers | 
came over an hour later. 
Success of American aerial de­ 
fense tactics to date was indicated j 
bv the fact that more than 99 Jap | 
planes have been destroyed since j 
the present oat tie began October 
13. The total of Jap-plane losses 
in the entire Solomons campaign 
now stands at more than 392. 
But the situation In the Solo­ 
mons remained 
critical and the 
outcome undecided, 
with 
large 
numbers of enemy ships and troops 
still awaiting the signal to strike 
in force in another attempt to oust 
the Americans from Guadalcanal. 
“Large numbers of enemy ships 
continue to be 
sighted 
in the 
northern Solomons and small units 
have been located auld attacked in 
the southern Solomons," the navy 
said. “There has been little recent 
troop activity on Guadalcanal and 
our 
aircraft

continuing to 
bomb the enemy positions.”

In a speech delivered at the in­ 
auguration of Dr Gregg M. Sin- 
cUtii a- president of the Univer­ 
sity of Hawaii, Admiral Nimitz 
warned that certain elective cour­ 
ts » must be made compulsory—es­ 
pecially mathematics, basic scien­ 
ces and American history. 
“American history is a record 
i»r 
achievement. ' Admiral 
Ni­ 
ll! tz stated. ‘Our people, through 
intelligent leadership, have carv­ 
ed out of wilderness, in less than 
two centuries, a great nation. To 
» un ive we must continue the de­ 
velopment of leaders. 
“Our nation was born out of re­ 
volution and warfare. Although in­ 
herently a peace-loving people, we 
have 
from the beginning 
been 
forced to engage in wars. General­ 
ly speaking, each succeeding war 
bas 
increased in intensity 
and 
magnitude. The present conflict 
threatens to dwarf all others fn 
sc ope and violence. 
“And from all indications, this 
world 
chaos and its 
afterm ath 
will 
continuously req uire 
large 
armed forces. All this means that 
despite our love of peace and 
ef­ 
fo rts 
in that direction, war or 
readiness for war, will form a 
large part of our national effort 
for many years to Come. 
. .It has been found from ex­ 
amination of thosuands of appli­ 
cations for commissions in the na­ 
val reserve that many candidates 
lack the mathematical background 
to undertake courses of naval in­ 
struction.

Scientific Study Made 
Of Overweigh t Problem 


By LOGAN C L E N D E N I N G , M. D. 


SCIENTIFIC studies of ab nor­ 
mal human b eings are few and far 
b etween. Few careful life his­ 
tories of giants, dwarfs, thin peo­ 
ple and fat people are recorded. 


Dr. Clendening will answer 
questions of general interest 
only, and then only through 
his column. 


Therefore I find the account of 
David Willoughb y of his studies 
of prob ab ly the fattest woman 
who ever lived of particular inter­ 
est and value. 
There are a few records of men 
who came near to 1,000 pounds. 
David Maguire, of Kenosha, Wis­ 
consin, weighed 800 pounds, and 
the 
famous 
Mile* 
Darden, 
of 
North 
Carolina, 
weighed 
over 
1,000 pounds, b ut he died in 1857 
when not so much was known 
ab out the science of endocrinol­ 
ogy and metab olism and no care­ 
ful study was ever conducted of 
his daily life. 
Mrs. Gertrude Karns, of Shreve­ 
port, Iowa. weighed 743 pounds at 
the age of 28 in 19 36, and Rose 
Nanez was reported to weigh 736 
pounds a t the age of 23 in 19 3G. 
Mr. Willoughb y’s sub ject weighed 
772 
pounds just b efore her death 
in 19 39 . Perhaps not more than 
five people who ever lived sur­ 
passed herein weight. 


Index o f Heig ht and W e ig h t 
There is an index of height to 
weight that is theoretically LOO. 
When a person is LIB (for a 
male), or 1.11 (female), they are 
considered 
pathologically 
over­ 
weight. This sub ject was 5 feet 
B's inches high, so her index was 
2.41, which means her girth, etc., 
was 2.41 greater than that of a 
medium-sited average woman. 
When she was IO year* old she 
tipped the scales at 300 pounds. 
She was said to weigh 16 pounds 
a t b irth, which is enormous. At 
one year she weighed 50 pounds, 
which is doub le the weight of the 
average child of that year. Her 
m other was a professional fat lady 
who weighed 720 pounds (though 
*he was oyer 6 feet tall), and her 
father weighed 250 pounds. 
Her daily life was necessarily 
entirely different from that of an 
average person’s. She naturally 
did not get around much b ecause 
she had to carry nearly half a ton 
of weight everywhere she went. 
When she walked she had to stop 
every little while ami rest, and she 
climb ed upstairs once or twice a 
day. b ut it was quite an effort. 
She ate ab out one and a half 
times us much as an ordinary per- 


(>n. I do not know whether this 
I 
an accurate statem ent or not, 
since apparently lier food intake 
was never weighed. The general 
theory ab out ab normally heavy 
people is that they have a dis­ 
turb ance of b alance b etween fat 
ab sorption and fat storage. 
I his is generally assigned to an 
imb alance in the secretions of the 
ductless glands. But there is an ­ 
other school which holds that all 
overweight is simply a comb ina­ 
tion of overeating and lack of ex ­ 
ercise. 
The prob lems of daily life of 
*uch a person were constant. When 
it came to b uying clothes she was 
really up. against it — her glove 
>ize was 8, and she wore 81s EEE 
shoes, and a girdle or corset for a 
waist of 76 inches is simply im­ 
possib le to find ready made. The 
only advantage of such a condition 
was that she made a good living 
in a circus. 


Q U E S T I O N S AND A N S W E R S 
Mrs. J. S .:—My husb and, while 
serving in the Navy in Panama, 
had a b ad case of malaria. Ever 
since then he has attacks of “that 
m alaria feeling,” and his com­ 
plex ion takes <>n a grajish tinge 
and he has cold Korea on his lip*. 
Does m a la r ia ca use a n e m ia ? 
Should quinine b e taken over a pe­ 
riod of years? Does a person ever 
get over malaria? 
Answer: Malaria pa n t i l e s de­ 
velop inside red b lood cella and at 
the time of m aturation b urst the 
red cell and destroy it, so n a tur­ 
ally there is always some anemia 
with malaria. Malaria is an ex ­ 
tremely difficult disease to eradi­ 
cate completely and recurrences 
may come on many years after 
everything has b een quiet. Change 
of climate is likely to cause a re­ 
currence.

rememb er an 
ex - 
Rough Rider who acquired m a­ 
laria in < ub a, 15 years after the 
Spanish-American war, landing 
a t a New England seaside resort 
just as a cold squall hit: he sat 
down and had the finest malarial 
chill you could ever wish to see. 
Quinine and also atab rine should 
b e used in repeated courses at 
least once a year on the chronic 
cases.

Scientific Study Made 
Of Overweight Problem 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
SCIENTIFIC studies of abnor­ 
mal human beings are few and far 
between. Few careful life his­ 
tories of giants, dwarfs, thin peo­ 
ple and fat people are recorded. 


Dr. Clendcning will answer 
questions of general interest 
only, and then only through 
his column. 


Therefore I find the account of 
David Willoughby of his studies 
of probably the fattest woman 
who ever lived of particular inter­ 
est and value. 
There are a few records of men 
who came near to 1,000 pounds. 
David Maguire, of Kenosha, Wis­ 
consin, weighed 800 pounds, and 
the famous Miles 
Darden, of 
North 
Carolina, weighed over 
1,000 pounds, but he died in 1857 
when not so much was known 
about the science of endocrinol­ 
ogy and metabolism and no care­ 
ful study was ever conducted of 
his daily life. 
Mrs. Gertrude Karns, of Shreve­ 
port, Iowa. weighed 745 pounds at 
the age of 23 in 1936, and Rose 
Na ne 7. was reported to weigh 756 
pounds at the age of 23 in 1936. 
Mr. Willoughby’s subject weighed 
772Vj pounds jurt before her death 
in 1939. Perhaps not more than 
five people who ever lived sur­ 
passed herein weight. 
Index of Heigh! and Weight 
There is an index of height to 
weight that is theoretically 1.00. 
When a person is LIS (for a 
male), or 1.11 (female), they are 
considered 
pathologically 
over­ 
weight. This subject was 5 feet 
6Ii inches high. so her index was 
2.41, which means her girth, etc., 
was 2.11 greater than that of a 
medium-sized average woman. 
When she was IO years old she 
tipped the scales at 300 pounds. 
She was said to weigh 16 pounds 
a t birth, which is enormous. At 
one year she weighed 50 pounds, 
which is double the weight of the 
average child of that year. Her 
mother was a professional fat lady 
who weighed 720 pounds (though 
she was over 6 feet tall), and her 
father weighed 250 pounds. 
Her daily life was necessarily 
entirely different from that of an 
average person’s. She naturally 
did not get around much because 
she had to carry nearly half a ton 
of weight everywhere she went. 
When she walked she had to stop 
every little while and rest, and she 
climbed upstairs once or twice a 
day. but it was quite an effort. 
She ate about one and a half 
times a* much as an ordinary per­ 


son. I do not know whether this 
i an accurate statement or not, 
since apparently her food intake 
was never weighed. The general 
theory about abnormally heavy 
people is that they have a dis­ 
turbance of balance between fat 
absorption and fat storage. 
This is generally assigned to an 
imbalance in the secretions of the 
ductless glands. But there is an­ 
other school which holds that all 
overweight is simply a combina­ 
tion of overeating and lack of ex­ 
ercise. 
The problems of daily life of 
«uch a person were constant. When 
it came to buying clothes she was 
really up. against it — her glove 
- ize was 8, and she wore 81* EEE 
shoes, and a girdle or corset for a 
waist of 76 inches is simply im­ 
possible to find ready made. The 
only advantage of such a condition 
was that she made a good living 
in a circus.

Malaria is an ex­ 
tremely difficult disease to eradi­ 
cate completely and recurrences 
may come on many years after 
everything has been quiet. Change 
of climate is likely to cause a re­ 
currence.

Rough Rider who acquired ma­ 
laria in Cuba, 15 years after the 
Spanish-American war, landing 
at a New England seaside resort 
just as a cold squall hit: he sat 
down and had the finest malarial 
chill you could ever wish to see. 
Quinine and also atabrine should 
be used in repeated courses at 
least once a year on the chronic 
cases.

You may not realize it but ’ enemy saboteurs’’ 
of waste and inefficiency may be lurking in the 
burners of your gas range— in other gas appli­ 
ances too.

burners are out of adjustment. 
Below is a 
simplified explanation of how a properly ad­ 
justed gas fla me should look and how to make 
the adjustment on your gas range.
